Two Kernels of Fact. 


Portsmouth. N; H., Aug. 9.—From

The iirst is thai there will be peace 


if the Russians can bring it about on 
any sort of reasonable terms. 


The second is that the Japanese 


terms will not be as drastic as lias 
been supposed. 


The outlook for peace was never so 


£0od. The Russian and tho Japanese 
have let It be known in various ways 
that the recent manifestations of pes- 
simism by M. Witte and of Baron Ko- 
mura have been for effect only. 


The Russians desire peace ardently.. 


They know they must have it. They 
can get no money to continue the war. 
They can get money to discharge the 
terms of a peace. 


Tho Japanese want peace also as 


money fo Ja'jaVfra w.T'b'e''found by 
which that payment will not bo too 
humiliating. 
' Being a diplomat, M. Witte is willing 
to walk around the mountain of a'cash 
payment to Japan instead of climbing 
over it. He has talked against and Is 
still talking against any kind oC a 
cash payment whatever. He is look- 
ing for a way to salve such a payment 
over in order that his country may 
have peace and an opportunity to set- 
tle its internal troubles without the 
•vexations and disasters of such a war 
as is now raging. 


Willing to Make Sacrifices, 


It is, of course, impossible to quota 


M. Witte to this effect. 
It is unlikely, 


indeed, thai he lias e'ver put this idea 
into words. But this can be put down 
as absolute: -He has given to those 
around him the impression that he is 
willing to make great sacrifices for 
pace, 'ami that, the czar expects him 
to end the war with the smallest pos- 
sible concessions he can make, but 
that the czar iasio expects that the 
minimum will be very large". 


The Russians are whipped. 
They 


know it. 
When .they 
talk among 


themselves they no not cover up the 
rc-al situation with sopistry about this 
being a .colonial war and tho similar 
line of talk that has .been put since 
they came to this country. They have 
one thing to do. They must quit. 


Witte Makes Shrewd Play. 


Of course, if Japan.makes tremend- 


ous demands for territory and money, 
Russia will fight on, dumbly, almost, 
in the hope that there may be a turn 
in her fortune. 


M. Witte's pessimism has been for 


effect. He has been-playing his cards 
skillfully. Me has let'if be known that 
he is against an indemnity. 
AIH! he 


is for publication in places where the ' 
Japanese can read. He has been told 
to get peace and if that means to get 
it at a price he will get it with the 
only condition that the price must not 
be too high. No person i n ' t h i s coun- 
try, except President, Roosevelt, and. 
possibly Secretary Root, outside of the 
Japanese retinue, knows Japan's ex- 
act intentions. No-ptirson knows, def- 
initely; whether there will be a de- 
mand for one billion or two billions 
or three billion Collars.N 


What a few people know—a very 


few—is that Japan does not expect to 
go home without a treaty. 
Every 


Japanese here who has any license to 
think about the matter at all believes 
peace will come out of the conference. 


Many Methods of Payment. 


tt is conceded that "Port Arthur will

Seek to Avoid Humiliation. 


It can be stated as absolute, with- 


out qualification of any sort, that the 
Russians will go to great lengths even 
to the length of paying an indemnity, 
to get peace. 
M. Witte is opposed to 


an indemnity, as such. He is not op- 


lars or $750,000.000 indemnity, in part, 
by giving Japan half of the island of 
Sakhalin, or-by asking Japan to pay 
for the ships she has. or by getting a 
payment for the1 railway. There are 
more ways of paying money than by 
putting it down in cash on the table. 


It has been estimated that if a ba- 


sis of negotiation for peace is found, 
the actual negotiations will consume 
something like five weeks' time before

Story of the Disaster. 


Albany, Aug. 9.—Twenty to' thirty 


persons were .killed and more than 
half a hundred severely injured when 
the .middle section of the big depart- 
ment store of the John G. Myers Com- 
pany collapsed at 8:50 o'clock Tues- 
day morning, carrying 100 men, wo- 
men and children into the basement. 


All (lay and far into the night fire- 


men and laborers were digging fran- 
tically in the ruins, hoping to rescue 
alive some of those imprisoned in the 
debris. Forty-six injured persons were 
dragged from the ruins before mid- 
night, and six bodies were taken out. 
Three more modies were in sight, and 
it was the general opinion of the 
searchers that all those who remained 
in the ruins w*re dead. 


Anything like a complete list of the 


killed and injured will be unobtaina- 
ble until the workers have .made their 
way to the very bottom-of the mass of 
wreckage. 
With few 'exceptions those 


caught in the ruin .were .employes, a 
large majority of them girls. 
| from the New York Central and Dela- 


' The collapse occurred shortly after j ware & Hudson railroads. . These 


delved in the ruins all night, but the 
work of rescue proceeded slowly. 
When darkness came it was estimated 
that nearly fifty persons still remained 
in the ruins, and that not more than 


the opening hour, when barely a score 
of shoppers were in the store. 


The best account of tue event that 


probably caused the ruin is given by 
the head of the crockery,, glass and 
drug department, which occupies the 
basement. 
' 


Warns Clerks of Danger. 


"The -workmen were sawing at a 


wooden floor beam which runs under 
the'end of the central pillar in the 
middle- of the store," said he. "Exca- 
vation for the cellar- was going' on 
about the base of this pillar, and I 
believe that jarring of the beam be- 
neath it displaced the foundation of 
the pillar. 
The first tiling I knew 


two of the counters near the place 
where the men were working began 
to sag,, and several pieces" of glass- 


half of these could, survive. 


Some 100 persons are still unac- 


counted for, but fifty of these are cash, 
boys,' of which the firm has no record. 


The loss to the company is estimat- 


ed- at between $200,000 and ?300,000. 
The building was a very old one, but 
until now considered perfectly sound. 


After the death o£ John G. Myers, 


founder of the store, two years ago, 
the business was conducted, by a com- 
pany consisting of George P. Hilton, 
H. King- Strudee, Ed.ward F. Hackett 
and Robert M. Chalmers.

New York, Aug. 9.—Fire destroyed 


St. Thomas' Episcopal church. Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-third street, one of 
the finest and most richly decorated 
religious edifices in America, whose 
communicants include the wealthiest 
families in New York. 
Nothing but 


the walls and the 200 foot tower were 
left standing. 
The loss will exceed 


half a million dollars. 


The loss cannot be estimated in 


money alone, however. Three master- 
pieces of art—two immense oil paint- 
ings by John La Farge, entitled "The 
Resurrection" and "Christ healing the 
Sick," and a massive, bronze bas re- 
lief, "The Adoration of the Cross," 
Augustus St. Gaudens' best work— 
were ruined. These were in the chan- 
cel, the furnishings of- which,' with 
the magnificent altar, were also con- 
sumed. 


The town houses of wealthy fam- 


ilies were menaced, among them be- 
ing that of John D. Rockefeller, 4 
West Fifty-fourth street: Dr. W. Sew- 
»rd' Webb, fiSO Fifth avenue, and H. 
McK. Twombly. SG4 Fifth avenue. The 
roof of Dr. Webb's house, which is 
close, to the burned church, caught 
fire, and between the flames and in- 
jury caused by the firemen breaking 
into the house to get at the blaze, 


v'i'sits'Tlie "cUy" to- about $5,000 damage was caused. The 


Hotel St. Regis, scarcely a block away 
from the blaze, felt some alarm. 


The church alone was insured for 


?200,000.

otlieer, who must perform his duty, 
Hill stopped upon n passenger train, 
waved a last farewell, called out cheer- 
ily, "tiun't forget to ask. fur mo. boys.

Honored by federal appointments, 


with some of the boldest and cleverest

The secret service

cials became convinced that a dospcr- J 
ate and successful gang of green goods 
mi'M were operating with St. Louis and 
Chicago as their base. The matter was 
placed in the hands of Marshal Gray 
of Keokuk. wli" chose Bill Richards 
•to assist him. They went to work. A 
liveryman, Xiek Martin, at Warren, 
Kan., was found willing to consent to 
disappear for n few weeks and permit 
Richards to assume his identity. 


"Martin" entered into negotiatjor.s 


with the green goads men at Chicago 
and agreed to lake the Arkansas agen- 
cy, securing ?U3,000 and the state agen- 
cy for $1.i'00 genuine money. 


IVessod to impersonate the livery- 


num. Richards went to Chicago to close 
the deal, accompanied by Marshal 
t';ray, who was dressed as a plantation 
owner.

Alexei Michaelovitch, the second o£ 
the Romanoffs, summoned the last 
zemsUy sobor in tho seventeenth cen- 
tury .will be proclaimed next Satur- 
day. 


The final session of the special com- 


mission which lias been considering 
the project as drafted by Minister o'J 
•the Interior Bouligln and elaborated 
by the council of ministers was held-'at 
Peterhof Tuesday. 
Its verdict xipon 


the project as. a whole was favorable, 
and at the conclusion of iho session, 
before the asembled _grand 
dukes, 


ministers, senators, and other mem- 
bers of the .commission, 
Emperor 


Nicholas set the sea! of his approval 
thereto. 


Preparing the Good News. 


The silting Tuesday continued from 


2:30 in the afternoon until S o'clock 
at night, when tho commission fin- 
ished the labor upon which it has 
been engaged almost constantly for 
a week. 
Several o! the members in 


whom the emperor reposes 
special 


confidence were requested by him to 
return to Peterhof to assist him in 
the preparation of a solemn manifesto 
through which the summons to the 
representatives of the people will be 
issued. 


Although it was slated at the com- 


mencement of the sessions at Peter- 
hof that Emperor Nicholas had aban- 
doned his intention of going to Mos- 
cow, tlie ancient capital of the em- 
pire, to proclaim this epoch-making j 
change in the institutions of Kussia, i 
the report has been revived, and it ;. 
finds credence in spite of the denials j 
in court, circles o:' any knowledge oJ | 
the subject. 


May Go to Moscow. 


It is known that special precautions 


have been taken for guarding the rail- 
road between St. Petersburg and Mos- 
cow, over which the emperor would 
travel, and dispatches last week an- 
nounced the arrival in Moscow of two 
additional regiments of Cossacks. The 
same dispatches told of the thorough 
search of Moscow and its environs for 
terrorists, whose headquarters were 
discovered and the leaders captured 
last Sunday. It is learned, however, 
by the chancellerie of the 
ministry 


that, no plans for'the departure of the 
emperor to Moscow had been commun- 
icated 
and 
that 
the proclamation 


would undoubtedly be made from re- 
tei'hof. 


Check on the Magnates. 


Though the project has undergone 


a number of changes during the var- 
ious conferences at Peterhof. il is un- 
derstood that its main outlines are 
substantially in accord with the proj- 
ect, as it emerged from -the council ol 
ministers and described in these dis- 
patches from liir.o to time. 


In principle the national assembly 


will be a deliberative and consultative 
body for the discussion of measures 
laid before it by the emperor or his 
ministers. It will have the power to 
force the withdrawal of 
ministerial 


propositions by a 
two-thirds 
vote, 


which gives il at least a negative con- 
trol over legislation. It will bo a large 
body, probably of over iiOO members, 
chosen by a system of indirect elec- 
tions, and the first session, it is under- 
stood, will be held in November. Tho 
elections will take place in October.

Threshing of the Winter Variety is

"Washington, Aug. 9.—The

bulletin of the weather bureau sum- 
marizes crop conditions as follows: 


"Texas and Oklahoma experienced 


very warm weather, while it. was too 
cool over the northern portion of the 
lake region and 
on

coast, otherwise the temperature con- 
ditions during the week ended Aug. 7 
were generally favorable. 
Too much 


rain proved detrimental .in portions of 
Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri and 
also in Florida and portions of Missis- 
sippi, but in rior'.hern Alabama, Geor- 
gia and the Carolir.as and- over a con- 
siderable part of the middle Atlantic 
states. 
Ohio valley and 
Tennessee 


rain is much needed, the effects 
o£ 


drouth becoming 
serious 
ov.cr 
the 


greater parr, of Georgia. Rain is also 
needed on the north Pacific coast. 


"Over the contra! and western pot1- 


tions -of the corn belt and the greater 
part of the middle Atlantic states corn 
continues in excellent condition and 
while needing rain in the Ohio valley, 
the condition of the crop in that dis- 
trict is generally promising, 


Wheat Has Been Harvested. 


"Threshing o£ winter wheat is large- 


ly completed in the principal wheat 
state. This work, however, has been 
interrupted by rains in Kansas and 
complaints of injury from moisture 
continue from portions of Tennessee, 
and the middle Atlantic states. Plow- 
ing for fall seeding is in progress in 
the southern portion oE the 
centra! 


valleys. 


"While rust in spring wheat is more 


or less prevalent in the Dakotas and 
to a'siight extent in Nebraska. Iowa 
and Minnesota, the reports generally 
indicate that the crop has not sus- 
tained serious injury. 
^Harvest 
is 


nearly finished in Iowa and is in 
progress in Nebraska and the south- 
ern portions of South Dakota and 
Minnesota, but has not yet begun in 
North Dakota, where the crop is gen- 
erally in excellent condition, with long 
heads which are filling well. In Ore- 
gon harvesting is active, with yields 
below 
expectations 
in Washington 


spring wheat Is ripening and is beyond 
further injury from hot winds. 


"Nearly all reports indicate that a 


good crop of oats has .been secured. 
Harvesting is now finished except in 
extremely northerly districts, where it 
is well advanced. 


Cotton Shows Improvement. 


"Cotton shows some improvement in 


Tennessee, western 
North 
Carolina, 


northern 
Alabama, 
Mississippi, Ar- 


kansas, Oklahoma and Indian territo- 
ry, northeastern Texas and portions of 
Louisiana, but elsewhere over the cot- 
ton belt the crop has deteriorated. The 
prevalence of rust is very generally 
reported from the eastern districts and 
also from portions of the central and 
western districts. 
Boll weevils and 


boll worms are 
doing considerable 


damage in Texas and western Louis- 
iana, but in the first-named stale they 
are loss numerous. Picking is general 
in southern Texas and in some central 
counties o£ that £ta:c and has com- 
menced1 over the southern portion of 
the eastern districts. 


"Tobacco has done well generally, 


but needs rain and cultivation in Ken- 
tucky and sunshine in Virginia. 


"Tho reports concerning apples con- j 


tinue unfavorable from nearly all d'is- 
.ricts. 


"Where unfinished haying has pro- 


gressed' nuder generally favorable con- 
ditions." 


SINKING OF THE S'lJVAROFF. 


JiipaiicscCuiXnl" Toll* Movr He Sunk 


lloJcNlveimky'H Flaifxliiii. 


The captain of the Japanese destroy- 


er Murasag, in describing bow lie At- 
tacked and sunk Kuiustvensky's flag- 
ship, the Suvuruft', iu the battle of the 
Sea 'if Japan, spoke as follows, says a 
special cable dispatch from Sasebo to 
the New 1'ork Aiuericau: 


"At daybreak en May 27 we received 


warning that the enemy's fleet was ap- 
proaching. 
Our squadron opened fire 


from a concealed spot which the Rusi- 
•sia4i gut:s couldn't reach. 
Wo merely 


threatened, and the Russians unsus- 
pectingly returned our fire.

stroyer was outside the battle circle 
watching the movements uf the Rus- 
cimis, whose tiring was lamentable.

our first torpedo, a tish shaped eighteen 
inch Whitehead, we saw it strike th* 
Suvai'off astern and soon realized that 
It had smashed her steeniug gear. 


"From this moment the whole of tbe 


shell fire of the Japanese tit-tit was 
conceutnited upon liojcstvunsky's flag- 
ship. Hoi1 funnels were shot into tin- 
sel and her masts, with one exception,, 
collapsed with a terrible noise.

ollicers and sailors crowdcd-around the 
one remaining :unst as though dement-' 
ed. It was really an awful sight even 
for, me, who in war have witnessed 
many terrible incidents. 


"Then we fired a second torpedo. It

Emblems of High Eank and Tiieir 


Significance Among the 


Chinese. 


"A collection of buttonholes was the 


pride of a certain queen in one of

And I can tell you when buttons ana 
buttonholes first came into use, wlu in- 
vented them-, how they spread gradual- 
ly over the world, together with many 
other things of interest."

buttons. He turned to the case labeled 
"Chinese." 


"Here." he said, "are ..the buttons

the ninth class—the lowest I 


class. Tho plain gold button denotes 
the eighth class mandarin. The seventh

The fourth claas 
mandarin's button is that one of dark 
purpie crystal. The third class' is Uic 
sapphire.

bird goes. The bird is embroidered on 
the breast of the official coat. The man- 
darin of the second class has for his 
bird tbe cock; the third class has tho 
peacock, the fourth has the pelican, tha 
fifth has the silver pheasant, the sixth 
has the story, the seventh has the part- 
ridge, the eighth has the quail ana the 
ninth has the sparrow."
